The first and 
the one doing the largest business is 
the Durham Ware-house by Messrs. 
Reams & Walker, the second is the 
“Karmers,’’ by E. N. Parrish Esq., 
and the third isthe ‘‘Planters,’’ by 
Messrs. Hunt &Thomas. The bidding 
is very spirited, and large numbers 
of buyers attend, from various 
pointsin N.C. & Va., and the re- 
port to-day is, that the prices obtain- 
ed in Durham are much better than 
in Danville cr Richmond, so that it 
certainly is to the interest of the far- 
mer to take his tobacco where he ean 
realize the best price. We say tbere- 
fore bring it to Durham. At the close 
of the sale to-day, we interviewed 
that wholesale gentleman Henry 
Reams of the “Durham warehouse’”’ 
and from his account of Sales Book, 
which he kindly furnished us, the 
number of pounds actually sold was 
42,443, and for want of room, they 
had to hold over about 15,000 until 
to-morrow. The prices obtained to- 
day were from $12, to $75, per hun- 
dred.

We cannot readily fall into the 

reasoning of those journal's asto the 
liberty givento other roads in the 
State to do what has been adjudged 
by the Supreme Court to be in the 
power of the North Carolina Road. 
The decision of the Supreme Court 
cannot bring about what the friends 
of that road say the Legislature has 
not done—define a rail road policy 
for the State. Tv follow out the 
inferences of the Messenger and 
Journal of Commerce, the action of 
the North Carolina Rail Road in 
changing the gauge of the road 
throughout its whole length, has 
defined a policy, because, according 
to them, all other connecting roads 
must conform to the gauge of that 
road.” But because the charter of 
the A.& N. C. R. R. requires the 
gauge to be of the same width asthe 
North Carolina Rail Road, and to 
connect with it at Goldsboro, does 
it follow that the Atlantic road is 
compelled to follow the North Caro- 
lina road through all its caprices ? 
Suppose it should become to the 
interest of that road to adapt a three 
foot gauge—a gauge quite popular 
in some sections of the country—is 
it to be argued that the Atlantic road 
would be compelled forthwith, in 
order to maintain its integrity, and 
preserve its connections at Golds- 
boro, to adopt the three foot gauge ? 
We scarcely think so, and yet this 
is the irresistable conclusion to be 
drawn from the position of those 
journals. 

The imposition of an obligation 
upon the Atlantic road to conform 
to the gauge of the North Carolina 
road was founded upon the fixed 
and recognized fact of a gauge, 
which, whether recognized specifi- 
cally or notin the charter of the 
North Carolinu road, was accepled 
as the standard for all other roads 
originating in the State. If the 
reasoning of the Messenger and 
Journal is correct, then a great 
hardship is worked, because a com- 
pulsory change must be made in 
other roads of the State, and a 
violent, arbitrary and injurious revo- 
lution wrought in the whole rail 
road system of the State. 

We have every interest in seeing 
our sea ports built up, and 
objection to the change on the At- 
lantic road originates in no hiostili- 
ty to Beaufort. 

But there is no reason to be in 
haste to follow the example of the 
North Carolina road.

all. And unfortunately whit 
affects England, also affects all 
the rest of the world. Tine United 
States is shaken as severely as the 
countries beyond the Ocean. And 
though we of the South have no 
connection with English 
commercial — transactions, yet, 
throngh the North, we are imme- 
diately and directly concerned. The 
ereat staples of the South are the 
moving sprivgs of the commerce of 
the world. England is our largest } 
customer, and whatever diminishes 


between 
fects one 


her power to purchase recoils as a 


calamity upon the South. The 
South isas much interested in the 
commercial welfare of England: as 
in her own, because the interest is 
really identical. 

The calamity to Engiand prom- 
ises therefore to be a calamity to 
the whole United States. Thecom- 
mercial stricture of the last two 
years was slowly yielding to the ef- 
fects of time, to prudence and to 
economy. We very much appre- 
hend that the day of full relief is 
yet far in the future. 

It is curious to note the wide 
spread and intimate connection be- 
tween the varied interests of the 
world and their reaction one upon | 
the other. The extravagant opera- 
tions of Jay Cooke & Co. resulted 
in their failure two years ago. That } 
failure resulted in a chack to rail- 
road enterprises. That check now 
brings about the failme of the large 
iron establishmints, and they in 
turn bring to their fall other and 
large interests in England and 
eventually throughout the world. 


The South is better able to look 
forward to future trouble than it 
was two years ago. It owes much 
less money abroad. It has the pros- 
pect of fine crops of all descriptions 
before it. It is producing more of 
provisions, and it has,bought less of 
fertilizers than before, and even 
should prices rule lower than at 


present, the nett proceeds will be 
greater than before, because there 


is less to go out for the payment of 
old debts or the perchase of farm 
supplies. 

A few days will tell what the ef- 
fect of those English failures will 
have upon general busines:. 


IMMIGRATION. 

We are glad to see in the Irish 
World, a most influential paper in 
the city of New York, an article on 
the subject of immigration to the 
South. The World draws atten- 
tention, as we have done, to the ad- 
vantages possessed by the South 
over the West, so long the “ prom- 
ised land” to the emigrant, but now 
developing rapidly so many elements 
of disaster and disappointment, that 
the display of the promises of the 
South are opportune. 

The World says “there is abun- 
dance of virgin forest, and the 
hills are filled with iron and coal.— 
The climate throughout most of the 
Southern States is unequalled for 
hea!th and temperature. riv- 
ers are never frozen, and the cattle 
ean graze all winter.” 


This is true more particularly as 


| regards North Carolina and a great 


p ri of Virginia, which lod out 
more certain promises than almost 
any region on this continent. With 
unsurpasscd salubrity and _ health- 
fulness of climate, with soil much of 
it rich—all of it capable of high 
improvement, with a wonderful va- 
riety of productions, embracing ev- 
erything that is raised in every oth- 
| er State in the Union, with nmnes, 
and minerals, forests, and water 
power, that give capacity for unlim- 
ited improvement—with a rapidly 
developing system of internal im- 
provement, already large enough 
for present wants, with proximity 
to the markets of the world, with 
schools and churches and settled 
society, and withal, with lands cheap 
as they can now be had in the most 
eligible points in the West, there is 
no reason why the flow of immigra- 
tion should not be turned into these 
States. &

Until the people admit the 
fact that increased population di- 
minishes the burdens of taxation by 
dividing them among a large num- 
ber, they will not authorize what 
they now regard as a s scculative or 
local appropriation of the pubhe 
money. Yet the results embraced 
in these two propositions are unde- 
niable, a.d there can be no wiser, 
‘no more patriotic labor than the de- 
termination to dissipate the errors 
which obstract this very subject of 
immigration. 

We close for the present with the 
closing paragraph from the article 
in the Irish World: 

“Ttis te be hoped that the South- 
ern Jegislaters will see the necessity 
for some vigorous policy, looking to 
the encouragement of emigration, 
and its. subsequent protection. If 
one-hait the money spent on raitroads 
and other swindling undertakings 
by all the Southern States since the 
war, had been used to transport emi- 
grants and give them free farms, the 
South would be far richer, happier, 
and with a more brilliant future to- 
day. We hope our Southern breth- | 
ren will give this subject the thought 
it deserves.

The Utica Asylam—Sightsand Scenes 
in the Institution — Microscopic 
Investigation — A Lunch and a 
Mysterious Beyerage—Mr. Camp- 
belli, the Famous StockeBreeder— 
On the Road Again — Genesee 
Falls. 


NIAGARA, N. Y., May — 1875. 
Dear News:—We lett our party 
rolling throngh the broad portals and 
sweeping around the grand eircle of 
the Insane Asylum at Utica. The 
scene within is exceedingly beautiful 
the roadway curving through broad 
spaces of fresh green grass, with en- 
chanting groups of shrubbery and 
shade trees, whence the shadows 
play in fitful tracery upon the sward 
as smooth asa floor. A high flight 
of stone steps leads to the pillared 
front,‘and within we tind our distin- 
guished host, Dr. Gray, and his corps 
of physicians and the ladies of his 
household ready to greetus. A brief 
visit to the reception and consulta- 
tion rooms and the library, is first in 
order. Here every object bespeaks 
the mission for which this superb 
edifice was buil(—rare and costly 
works upon obscure nervous mala- 
dies, busts and pictures of physicians 
famous in their treatment ofinsanity. 
ior. Brigham’s face can not be mista- 
Ken, identified as he was with the 
early history of the institution ; yon- 
der is the sphygmograph to register 
the pulse beat; there is a model of 
the appearance of the human ear, in 
that characteristic affection of the 
insane, termed hbzematonia auris. 

But our ranks are marshalled, and 
off we go on our iong tour of inspec- 
tion, ward after ward, through this 
great quandrangle. I find myself 
enjoying the delightful) companion- 
ship of our venerable friend from 
New Brunswick, Dr. Waddell, and 
the courteous and iustructive talk of 
Dr. Andrews, the Principal Assistant 
Physician of the institution, Known 
throughout the Union by his pro- 
found article in the Journal of Jn- 
sanity. 

We pass ward after ward, enjoy 
the alcoves and bays with their flow- 
ers and ferneries and birds, and the 
evgravings and chromos every Where 
adorning the walls, visitthe kitchen, 
view the gigantic boilers and engine 
room, observe with interest the new 
and valuable centrifugal wringer, in 
the washing department, then the 
dying rooms, and down, down to the 
regious where the mighty fan drives 
its currents through the air chamber 
for the ventilation of the building. 


vatory, with its bewildering array of 
eacti and other tropical plants, and 
the bright pelargoniums, calceolarias, 
colues, aitemantheras, and many 
foliage plants of all sorts for bedding 
out. 

All the institutions we observe are 
well provided with flowering plants, 
both for outdoor beauty and indoor 
enjoyment, everthing which gives 
pleasure to refined tastes being val- 
ued as a great means of moral treat- 
ment ia the cure that is sought. 

Tous, there was an absorbing in- 
terest in the work wesaw progressing 
for science, inthe room over the 
western archway. There are the mi- 
croscopic examination of the brain 
made, slowly furnishing to the world 
the data, for building a new science, 
and establishing to all time the fame 
of the physicians who are developing 
it. We saw some sections of the 
medulla directly through the instru- 
ment. Certainly, there can be no 
finer apparatus in the country. The 
only one we have ever seen, that 
approaches it in beauty of definition, 
is Prof. Sedgwick’s of New York. 
Still farther up stairs, the heliostal 
was at work, painting its marvellous 
photographs. 

Leaving the realms of abstract 
science, your correspondent next 
found himself, making a sketch of a 
remarkably well arranged drying- 
yardfor clothes, with an energetic 
friend Dr. Baldwin of Staunton, who 
is a great admirer of the practical. 

It may be remarked that this ins- 
titution combines the pay feature 
with the ordinary support of certain 
patients, from the several counties. 
Some cf these wards, being tenanted 
by people of great Wealth, were cor-
